JUST  A FEW  YEARS  AGO 

our  little  business  started  by  helping  a few  farmers 
in  our  county  and  surrounding  counties  to  secure 
better  seeds.  Each  year  added  a few  more  counties, 
and  each  year  we  are  finding  our  territory  getting 
larger  and  larger,  until  to-day  we  are  buying  and 
selling  in  almost  every  state  in  the  Union,  and  have 
sent  many  shipments  accross  the  water  to  foreign 
countries. 
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Changes  of  To-day 


From  the  year  1916  to  1920  we  farmers  hauled  our  corn,  oats,  wheat, 
to  town  and  every  load  we  delivered  the  market  was  higher.  Every 
load  of  hogs  and  cattle  we  shipped  brought  more  money  than  the  pre- 
vious load,  but  when  the  drop  of  1920  and  spring  of  1921  struck  us,  we 
found  corn  bringing  27  cents  per  bushel  when  it  cost  90  cents  to  pro- 
duce it.  Hogs  dropped  from  $23.00  per  hundred  down  to  9,  10  and  12 
cents  per  pound.  The  whole  country  became  pessimistic.  The  farm- 
er quit  smiling,  and  could  see  nothing  but  darkness  ahead  of  him. 
Thousands  of  young  men  left  the  farms  because  they  could  earn  more 
money  in  the  city.  Today  many  of  them  are  out  of  jobs  and  the  farm- 
er has  learned  to  get  along  with  less  labor.  Most  farmers  are  in  much 
better  condition  than  they  were  in  1916.  Because  the  bumps  and 
knocks  of  the  last  four  years  have  made  bigger,  broader,  happier,  more 
clear  thinking  men. 

Our  business  for  1923-24  was  double  last  year  and  we  handled  almost 
twice  as  many  bushels  of  seed  at  less  expense  and  had  reasonable  profit. 

We  found  that  our  failures  of  the  past  were  99%  our  own  fault  and 
perhaps  a part  of  1%  the  fault  of  the  other  fellow. 

Progress  never  conies  to  anyone  who  runs  in  the  same  old  rut  year  af- 
ter year.  If  we  don’t  change,  conditions,  change  us,  and  we  have  to  sink  or 
swim. 

With  all  the  storms,  and  destruction  of  crops  we  farmers  are  in  a bet- 
ter more  healthy  condition  today  than  we  were  between  1916-20.  Today 
our  farms  are  worth  100  cents  on  the  dollar. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Henderson  county  have  so  many  farmers  de- 
cided to  sow  alfalfa.  Twenty  years  ago  we  were  told  wq  could  grow  alfal- 
fa, but  we  did  not  have  faith. 

We  farmers  are  just  beginning  to  get  down  to  brass  tacks,  and  enter- 
ing into  a New  Era  of  farming  which  is  sound  from  every  standpoint.  We 
are  getting  a new  faith,  a new  vision.

Wheat  covers  the  ground 


in  the  fall  like  a green  carpet.  As  it  ripens  turns  to  a golden  color.  What 
is  more  beautiful  than  a field  of  golden  grain?  Waving  to  and  fro  like  the 
waters  of  the  ocean. 
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Below  is  a Beardless  Winter  Wheat,  known  to  us  as  Red  Chaff,  which 
we  have  grown  for  several  years.  Some  seasons  it  will  yield  as  much  as  the 
Turkey  Red.  If  you  don’t  like  beards,  try  this. 


Smooth  Head  Beardless  Winter  Wheat 

This  is  as  pretty  wheat  as  you  ever  saw  growing,  no  beards  to  bother, 
easy  to  thresh  and  is  the  best  smooth  wheat  we  have  ever  raised. 

This  season  the  yield  in  Henderson  County  has  been  from  20  to  40 
bushels  per  acre.  You  cannot  do  better  if  you  want  to  sow  smooth  head 
wheat  than  to  use  Smooth  Head  Beardless. 
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Rye 


Most  of  us  do  not  fully  appreciate  rye.  It  can  be  sowed  in  the  corn, 
disc  in  stubble  ground  broke  and  worked  down  same  as  for  wheat.  Rye  can 
be  pastured  late  in  the  Fall  and  early  in  the  Spring,  and  still  raise  a good 
crop,  excellent  when  you  wish  to  seed  ground  to  timothy  arid  clover. 

Rye  can  also  be  cut  the  last  of  June  or  first  of  July.  Plow  the  ground 
and  plant  to  an  early  corn,  buckwheat,  soy  beans  and  rape,  then  seed  to  rye 
again  late  in  the  Fall. 

If  you  are  a hog  raiser  and  have  never  grown  rye,  you  have  missed 
something. 


The  above  is  on  our  farm,  pas- 
tured in  fall  and  spring.  Hogs  tak- 
en off  when  rye  begins  to  head.  Cut 
July  1st.  Hauled  off,  and  August 
15th  this  same  piece  of  ground  is 
growing  soy  beans  and  rape  already 
twelve  inches  high.  Can  easily  be 
sowed  to  rye  or  wheat  again.
